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Continuation of 1 1 . In regard to the Applicant's argument that the cited reference do not disclose the claimed retrival process, the 
Examiner disagrees. Symiya discloses a program information retrieval apparatus for retrieving program information according to user's 
desire (programs reserved by the user) (see field of the invention). Col. 16 of Symiya discloses the program data storage unit 205 which 
stores the program detailed information. When the extraction unit 202 compares the link information of the newly added program detailed 
information with that of the existent program detailed (usage history) information having been stored in the program data storage unit 205. 
Here the matching is performed based on the existent program (usage history) detailed information, since the existent one reflects a 
program reservation specified by the user. If the two information do not match, the extraction unit 202 corrects the new information with 
the existent one. Symiya further discloses in col. 21 that the program list are displayed on the display unit 204.
